the “FBI letter” had no “security 
information” in it and that there- 
fore McCarthy wasn't guilty of - 
illegally possessing and using un- 
authorized “security imforma- 
tion.” It was easy for the North 


circles fear the impression that 
McCarthy is the boss of the 
Administration. They fear it es- 
pecially in West Europe where 
everyone believes it from the 
evidence of the whole course of 
the Eisenhower -Administration, 
which, while not hog-wild in the 
Knowland-McCarthy style, still 
pursues its “anti-Communism”™ 
persecutions at home and its 
Cold War crusades abroad.

THIS IS THE SECRET of the 


letter to McCarthy which Demo- 
cratic Senator Edward Johnson 
(Col.) made public on Friday. 
In this letter, Senator John- 
son, whom McCarthy had ac- 


cused of being “biased,” ex- 


plained that if McCarthy . is 
going to call the Democrats 
“the party of treason,” then the 
Democrats will “loathe him.” 
McCarthy complained -that -the 
Demotrats he branded as re- 
sponsible for “20 years of trea- 
son” loathed him and therefore 
could not judge him as mem- 
bers of the Committee. 

But Senator Johnson also 
made it clear that he for one

THIS IS A false strategy. It foolishly takes for grant- 
ed the main block of voters—2,500,000 trade unionists in 
the state. It overlooks the fact that the Democratic Party's 
main appeal to the people is the traditional belief that it 
is the party of the New Deal. FDR, Jr., indicated the type 
of campaign he wants to wage in his speech before the 
convention by his emphasis on a program to combat de- 
‘pression and for a new and higher stage of the New. Deal 
—a program advanced by the CIO. That is not a program 
that conflicts with the interests of the middle- income 
people but can appeal to them. : 

By its dramatic and emphatic stant. the CIO chal- 
lenged the big business forces who dominate the Demo- 
_eratic Party. There is evidence, and Roosevelt also appears 
_ to think so, tliat the Democratic bosses can be defeated. 

Not only labor, but other sections of the people with- 
- jn._and outside of the Democratic Party, notably the Negro, 
farm and liberal groups, are tired of campaigning for hacks 
‘who are doomed to lose. They want to put their energy in- 
to a fight that can win, The candidacy of FDR, Jr., in their 
estimation, can make such a drive possible. 

Having taken this stand, the CIO can hardly afford to 
let go of its initiative. Only a determined follow-up of the 
fight, with full strength at all levels. of political action, can 
impress the bigwigs of the Democrats.
